"It is a pleasure to our heart that this eonferenee should 
be held in tlie capital of this young Muslin state - Pakistan. 

It is being held i>lth a view to bribing together the 
brethren of the faith froa all parts of ths :>Iuslln %rorld| so 
that they may know and tako counsel froa oaeii other and 
eooi)erate in achieving good deeds and obtaining piety} so that 
they nay advance tucir 'Olfare and interest guided as they 
are by the shining light of Zslaa, by the glittering gens of tlis 
Holy Quran. God has preserlbsd for tbs cure of the ills that 
Bay befall on humanity, for all tines snd at all plaoes. 

"I offer from this piatfom ay prayers for the sould of 
the great leader of Pakistan, late Qwld«e-Asam Mohaoned All 
Jinnah, and his aobel brethren and Biartyers of Pakistan, 
Indonesia, Afghanistan. Malaya, Egypt, Sudan, China, Turkey, 
Turklstan, Arabia, North Africa. Balkan, Caucasus, Palestine 
and other countries, who in their defenoe of the cause of 
Zelaa, laid doim tlieir own lives. 

"I also express Uianks and gratitude to the orgonlsere 
of this conference for the good work and noble services 
rendered by theau I also tlmuk the Govemoent of Pakistan 
for their support to this conference and for their penisslon 
to the organisers to bold it in their capital. Indeed, Musll'.os 
throughout the world look to this young but progressl've 
country • Pakistan - and to other sister Islasde countries

xforld thereafter • the ::ussalmcns should awake and east evey 
thslr iUusionsf ti^oy Siioul'i squarely face facts and tread the 
proper path which th^ had tread before so as to escape dangers 
and take tholr rightful position and get their due share of 
prlde^ honor and propperlty* Tliey have to firmly determine : 
to prepare strength to do. so*

today are threatening the very existence of Islain* God forblai 
The modus operandl Is an organised* elaborate | preconceived aiicl 
preplanned design by the enemies of Islam who throttled the

"MisUms have, therefore, to learn much from the lesson of 
Fslestlns and to derive strength and determination from that 
eatastrophe, which should not despair them, for it Is the 
infidels who dsspalr from God Almighty's spirit. 

* Muslims shoiild try to save Palestine from the Intriguing 
elements irttleh shape Its lot In accordance with t(te whims of 
the enesiles and are exploiting the tragedy In one way or the 
otlisr. Ths question of Palestine should be handed back to those 
sincere bands to which It belonged, and the Muslin world should 
work hand In hand to redeem It} for the loss of this holy land 
would encourage t]» snesiy to crash his way Into other Muslim 
countries. 



"In conclusion X suggest to tills august asetlng to direct 
the Muslims to the foUowlngt- 

"(1) To strengtlien the spirit and purify the souls of ths 
Nuallms. To revive through fulth by Installing Islamle eonvle- 
tlon In the minds and by preparing for sacrifice and self 
dsnlsli by sacrificing life and propertyt by abiding hy tbs 
noble etlilcs of Islam} by teaching Islaue principles In schools 
and bouses} by canting away dsspalr and hopalsssnsss. 

"(2) TO work for the achievement of the lnlasd .0 unity 
aeeordlng to th' coumand of Gods 'This Nation Is varlly one*. 

To eoae closer to each other and to unite for tbs defenee of 
Islam. Muslim teachltu'>s and Holy places. IM.viences have sbowa 
that in this uf o u'j no one can w.ltlistand the problems of 
life without romlug a bloc. For no natlAn can live In Isolatlrn 
and 1st It bo no all tlu.t If 'lusUms cooperate amonr;

Islam Is u religion of kindness and peace it has aran enjoined 
upon us to bjgin our actions and our prayers with the followlnc 
santinonts t 'In the name of Cody Most GraeiouSi Most oereiful*( 
and conclude them with equal prayer for peace banawolance* His 
Muslim greotlng iiivolres peace y eontrary to the greetings of 
other nati ns. It iSy tbereforey for the welfare of the 
hum a nl y as a uholj and for the attainment of universal peace 
that uOy ihisll-'iSy come closely to each other and form a Llee of 
our owny in accordance to God's commandt 'Cooperate with eaeh 
other in benevolence and pijty and not in sense and aggreseloo*. 

*(3) To call for Islamic brotherhood in accordance with 
Cod's command: 'Faithfuls are brother#, we should therefore 

call for coo]>orution amoiu;st Muslins in all their econoalCy 
social, political and defense affairs. 

*(4) To call upon the Muslims to bo fair azal Just In all 
mattors{ to apply social Justioet tr take core of formers, 
workors and tlie poor: to eliminate social and eolor barriers 
In accordance to God's commandt 'Host honored amongst you Is 
tha most Cod-feoring' . 

"(6) To call upon Muslims to introduce the means that wdu,'.! 
hslp them to build their strength and affect tbelr true awakeno 
Ingt to urge the rich among them to eontrlbute money for the 
flffthorance of the eauae of Islaa and of Allahi to urge the 
Muslims to b# slsQtle in their ways or austere in their methods 
and noble in their manners as Islam prohibitsd luxury and all 
other habits that inlurits weaknass of charaetar. 

"(6) That tha Motamar should take cognlsanea of oppressed 
Muslims idwrever they may be{ take ears of their interest and 
help them morally and materially. 

"(7) That the Motamar should sat up an affaetive organlsa* 
tlon which would taka care of Muslim questions and rsndar what- 
ever service noed to them in all spheres that Involvs Nuslln 
Interssts and vrelfare. 

"It is to God's eommai'.dnants that you will have to look 
for an honorable, iiappy and dignified life. Xou snst hold 
fast to His Chora and fill your heart with the lift of Faith and 
the ray of piety. And Cod will iaq>roTe your lot and lead you 
to victory." 
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
